WilMingTOn, del. (ap) — Hunter Biden was 
convicted Tuesday of all three felony charges 
related to the purchase of a revolver in 2018 
when, prosecutors argued, the president’s son 
lied on a mandatory gun-purchase form by 
saying he was not illegally using or addicted 
to drugs. 
Hunter Biden, 54, stared straight ahead and 
showed little emotion as the verdict was read 
after jury deliberations that lasted only three 
hours over two days. He hugged his attorneys, 
smiled wanly and kissed his wife, Melissa, be- 
fore leaving the courtroom with her. 
President Joe Biden said in a statement issued 
shortly after the verdict that he would accept 
the outcome and “continue to respect the ju- 
dicial process as Hunter considers an appeal.” 
Now Hunter Biden and presumptive Republi- 
can presidential nominee Donald Trump, the 
president’s chief political rival, have both been 
convicted by American jurors in an election 
year that has been as much about the court- 
room as about campaign events and rallies.

Hunter Biden faces up to 
25 years in prison when he 
is sentenced by U.S. District 
Judge Maryellen Noreika, 
though as a first-time of- 
fender he would not get 
anywhere near the maxi- 
mum, and there’s no guar- 
antee the judge would 
send him to prison. She did 
not set a sentencing date. 
Defense 
attorney 
Abbe 
Lowell said they would 
“continue to vigorously pur- 
sue all the legal challeng- 
es available.” In a written 
statement, Hunter Biden 
said he was disappointed 
by the outcome but grate- 
ful for the support of family 
and friends. 
The jury’s decision was read 
swiftly after the announce- 
ment that it reached a 
verdict. First lady Jill Biden 
sat through nearly every 
day of the trial but did not 
make it into the courtroom 
in time to hear the verdict. 
Hunter Biden walked out 
of the courthouse holding 
hands with the first lady 
and his wife before they 
got into got into waiting 
SUVs and drove off. Joe 
Biden steered clear of the 
federal courtroom in Dela- 
ware where his son was 
tried and said little about 
the case, wary of appear- 
ing to interfere in a criminal 
matter brought by his own 
Justice Department. But al- 
lies of the Democrat have 
worried about the toll that 
the trial — and now the 
conviction — will take on 
the 81-year-old, who has 
long been concerned with 
his only living son’s health 
and sustained sobriety. 
Hunter 
Biden’s 
convic- 
tion came just weeks after 
Trump was found guilty of 
34 felony charges related 
to a hush money payment 
to a porn actor in the 2016 
campaign. The cases are 
in no way the same, and 
Hunter Biden is a private 
citizen who is not running 
for office. But they have 
both argued they were 
victimized by the politics of 
the moment. 
Trump, however, has con- 
tinued to falsely claim his 
verdict was “rigged,” while 


Joe Biden has said he 
would accept the verdict 
involving his son and would 
not seek to pardon him. 
In his statement Tuesday, 
the president said he and 
the first lady are proud of 
their son, who says he has 
been been sober since 
2019, and will always be 
there for him with “love and 
support.” 
Trump’s campaign called 
the verdict “nothing more 
than a distraction from the 
real crimes of the Biden 
Crime Family.” Trump and 
his allies have pressed un- 
substantiated or debunked 
allegations that Joe Biden 
acted while vice presi- 
dent to advance his family 
members’ foreign business 
interests. 
The verdict came down as 
the president prepared to 
give a speech at a confer- 
ence hosted by the Every- 
town for Gun Safety Action 
Fund in Washington. He did 


not mention his son as he 
spoke about his administra- 
tion’s efforts to stop gun vio- 
lence and the need to ban 
so-called assault weapons. 
The president planned to 
spend 
Tuesday 
evening 
with family in Delaware be- 
fore leaving Wednesday for 
the Group of Seven leaders 
conference in Italy. 
Jurors found Hunter Biden 
guilty of lying to a federally 
licensed gun dealer, mak- 
ing a false claim on the ap- 
plication by saying he was 
not a drug user and illegally 
having the gun for 11 days. 
The trial played out in the 
president’s 
home 
state, 
where Hunter Biden grew 
up and where the family 
is deeply established. Joe 
Biden spent 36 years as a 
senator in Delaware, com- 
muting daily to Washing- 
ton, and his other son, Beau 
Biden, was the state attor- 
ney general before he died 
of cancer. 


The proceedings put a 
spotlight on a dark time 
in Hunter Biden’s life, with 
deeply personal testimony 
from former romantic part- 
ners and embarrassing evi- 
dence, including text mes- 
sages and photos of Hunter 
Biden with drug parapher- 
nalia or partially clothed. 
In his closing argument on 
Monday, prosecutor Leo 
Wise acknowledged the 
evidence was “ugly.” But 
he told jurors it was also 
“absolutely necessary” to 
prove Hunter was in the 
throes of addiction when 
he bought the gun and 
therefore lied when he 
checked “no” on the form 
that asked whether he was 
“an unlawful user of, or ad- 
dicted to” drugs. 
Before the case went to the 
jury, the prosecutor urged 
jurors to pay no mind to 
members of the president’s 
family sitting in the court- 
room, telling them: “People 


sitting in the gallery are not 
evidence.” 
David Weiss, the prosecu- 
tor who has led the long- 
running investigation into 
the president’s son, told re- 
porters the case was about 
Hunter 
Biden’s 
“illegal 
choices” and “dangerous” 
conduct. 
“No one in this country is 
above the law,” said Weiss, 
the Trump-nominated U.S. 
attorney 
for 
Delaware, 
who was named special 
counsel by Attorney Gen- 
eral Merrick Garland in Au- 
gust. “Everyone must be 
accountable for their ac- 
tions.” 
Hunter Biden’s lawyers had 
argued that he did not 
consider himself an “ad- 
dict” when he bought the 
gun. They sought to show 
he was trying to turn his life 
around at the time, having 
completed a rehabilitation 
program at the end of Au- 
gust 2018. 
Hunter Biden’s legal trou- 
bles aren’t over. He faces 
a trial in September in Cali- 
fornia on charges of failing 
to pay $1.4 million in taxes, 
and congressional Repub- 
licans have signaled they 
will keep going after him in 
their stalled impeachment 
effort into the president. 
The president has not been 
accused or charged with 
any wrongdoing by prose- 
cutors investigating his son. 
Just last year, it appeared 
that Hunter Biden would 
avoid the spectacle of a 
trial so close to the elec- 
tion. Under a deal with 
prosecutors, he was sup- 
posed to plead guilty to 
misdemeanor tax offenses 
and avoid prosecution in 
the gun case if he stayed 
out of trouble for two years. 
But the deal fell apart after 
Noreika, who was nominat- 
ed by Trump, questioned 
unusual aspects of the pro- 
posed agreement, and the 
lawyers could not resolve 
the matter.

People in 34 countries 
around the world have 
more confidence in Presi- 
dent Joe Biden than his 
challenger in November’s 
election, former President 
Donald Trump, even as 
there is increased skepti- 
cism that United States de- 
mocracy provides a good 
model for the rest of the 
world to follow, accord- 
ing to a poll from the Pew 
Research Center released 
Tuesday. The poll found a 
median of 43% in the sur- 
veyed countries say they 
trust Biden to do the right 
thing in world affairs com- 
pared to 28% for Trump. 
People had a more posi- 
tive assessment of Biden 
than Trump in 24 countries, 
while Trump led in Hungary 
and Tunisia and the two 
men were effectively tied 
in eight other countries. 
The greater confidence 
in Biden comes as faith in 
U.S. democracy is waning. 
While a median of 54% in 
the 34 countries polled 
have positive views of the 
U.S., a median of 4 in 10 
across the surveyed na- 
tions told the pollsters that 
its democracy used to be 
a good example for other 
countries to follow but no 
longer is. A median of 21% 
said U.S. democracy re- 
mains a good example for 
other nations, while an al- 
most identical share, 22%, 
said it never has been. 
Since the spring of 2021, 
the only other time Pew 
asked the question, the 
share of those who believe 
U.S. democracy is a good 
example has fallen in eight 
countries, mostly in Europe. 
“People just don’t see the 
U.S. political system as func- 
tioning very well,” said Rich- 
ard Wike, director of global 
attitudes research for Pew. 
“People see the U.S. as re- 
ally divided along partisan 
lines.” 
There is far less of a glob- 
al divide between Trump 
and Biden. Confidence in 
the current president to 
do the right thing in world 
affairs has dropped since 
his first year in office but 
remains well above that of 


French President Emmanuel Macron, right, and President Joe Biden toast during a state dinner, 
June 8, 2024 at the Elysee Palace, in Paris.

More global confidence in Biden than Trump even as views of U.S. 
democracy decline, poll finds 


his rival, who had relatively 
low global ratings during 
his own presidency. Biden’s 
lowest confidence ratings 
were over his handling of 
the Israel-Hamas war, with a 
median of 57% saying they 
had no confidence in it. 
A median of 39% in the sur- 
veyed countries said they 
approved of Biden’s han- 
dling of the war in Ukraine, 
with his highest ratings in 
European nations. And a 
median of about four in 10 
were confident in his han- 
dling of China. 
Of the five leaders rated 
in the survey, French Presi- 
dent Emmanuel Macron 
registered the highest level 
of confidence, just ahead 
of Biden, while Russian 
President Vladimir Putin re- 
ceived the lowest. 
While confidence in Biden 
has dwindled in countries 
ranging from South Africa 
to Israel to the U.K., it re- 
mains steadily higher than 
that in Trump. The former 
president received his poor- 
est assessments in Europe 
where those expressing no 
confidence in him included 
more than eight in 10 adults 
in France, Germany and 
Sweden and Latin Amer- 
ica. Africa, which Wike 
said tends to have positive 
views of U.S. presidents, 
registered some of Trump’s 
best numbers. Even in the 
two countries where more 
confidence was expressed 
in Trump than Biden, they 
were down on the former 


president. In Tunisia, for ex- 
ample, only 17% expressed 
confidence in him. 
Hungary is the other country 
where adults report higher 
confidence in Trump than 
Biden, but even there it’s 
far from a ringing endorse- 
ment. 
Trump has embraced Hun- 
gary and its autocratic 
prime minister, Viktor Or- 
bán, but only 37% in Hun- 
gary say they’re confident 
in him, compared to 24% for 
Biden. 
The median level of confi- 
dence in Trump’s ability to 
do the right thing in world 
affairs was only slightly 
higher across the 34 coun- 
tries than it was for Chinese 
President Xi Jinping.q

The Biden administration 
is taking credit for a sharp 
drop in violent crime na- 
tionwide earlier this year 
but one expert cautions 
that the declines in FBI data 


are preliminary and likely 
overstated. 
The data show steep drops 
in every category of violent 
crime in every region in the 
first three months of 2024 
compared to a year earli- 
er, continuing a downward 


trend since a coronavirus 
pandemic surge. 
Murder and rape were 
both down 26%, robbery 
was down 18%, and aggra- 
vated assault fell by 13% in 
the first quarter. Overall vio- 
lent crime was down 15%, 
reflecting drops in every re- 
gion, from 10% in the West 
to 19% in the Midwest, ac- 
cording to the FBI data re- 
leased Monday. 
Property crime meanwhile 
decreased by 15%, ac- 
cording to the data trum- 
peted by President Joe 
Biden in a statement. 
“My administration is put- 
ting more cops on the beat, 
holding 
violent 
criminals 
accountable and getting 
illegal guns off the street 
and we are doing it in part- 
nership with communities. 
As a result, Americans are 
safer today than when I 


took office,” Biden said. 
The declines were consis- 
tent with previous reports 
showing 
improvement 
since crime surged during 
the coronavirus pandemic. 
But a crime data analyst 
was skeptical the latest de- 
clines were quite so steep. 
Violent crime almost cer- 
tainly did fall earlier this year 
but the FBI almost certainly 
overstated by how much, 
Jeff Asher with the data 
consulting firm AH Datalyt- 
ics wrote in an online post. 
The preliminary data for 
77% of the U.S. population 
is prone to reporting errors, 
which 
law 
enforcement 
agencies have months to 
correct before making final 
submissions, Asher noted. 
The declining trend is like- 
ly correct but other data 
show different rates of de- 
clining violent crime by city 


and even a slight increase 
in violent crime in New York 
in the first three months of 
2024, Asher wrote. 
“I would urge strong caution 
into reading too much into 
the raw percent changes 
and focus on the overarch- 
ing picture. Almost all crime 
data is imperfect and the 
quarterly data adds an im- 
portant imperfect piece to 
the national crime trend jig- 
saw puzzle,” Asher wrote. 
In 2020, homicides surged 
29% for the biggest one- 
year jump in FBI records. 
Experts suggested the mas- 
sive disruption of the pan- 
demic, gun violence, wor- 
ries about the economy 
and intense stress were to 
blame. 
Violent crime fell back to 
near pre-pandemic levels 
in 2022 and dropped fur- 
ther in 2023.q

FBI data show sharp drop in violent crime but steepness is 
questioned

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — At- 
torneys for LGBTQ+ youth, 
teachers and major pub- 
lishers asked a federal ap- 
peals court Tuesday to af- 
firm a lower court order that 
blocked key parts of an Iowa 
law banning books depicting 
sex acts from school libraries 
and classrooms. 
The law, which the Republi- 
can-led Legislature and GOP 
Gov. Kim Reynolds approved 
in 2023, also forbids teachers 
from raising gender identity 
and sexual orientation is- 
sues with younger students. 
It resulted in the removal 
of hundreds of books from 
Iowa schools before U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Stephen Locher 
blocked its enforcement in 
December, calling it “incred- 
ibly broad.” 
“Iowa students are entitled to 
express and receive diverse 
viewpoints at school. But the 
State taking aim at already 
vulnerable LGBTQ+ students 
seeks to silence them, erase 
from schools any recogni- 
tion that LGBTQ+ people 
exist, and bully students, li- 
brarians, and teachers into 


quiet acquiescence,” attor- 
neys for the students wrote in 
a brief ahead of Tuesday’s 
oral arguments before a 
three-judge panel of the 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 
St. Paul, Minnesota. In ad- 
dition to schools removing 
books with LGBTQ+ themes 
from libraires, they also shut 
down extracurricular clubs 


dealing with those issues and 
removed pride flags from 
classrooms, the students’ at- 
torneys wrote. Students had 
to censor themselves about 
their gender identities and 
sexual orientations, accord- 
ing to the attorneys. 
Attorneys for the state of 
Iowa argued that the law is 
constitutional and that the 


state has a right to enforce it. 
“The government’s interest in 
ensuring an education suit- 
able to students’ age and in 
preventing minor students’ 
exposure to inappropriate 
material is a legitimate, 
compelling, even substan- 
tial one. And removing from 
school library shelves books 
that describe or depict ‘sex 


acts’ is reasonably related 
to that legitimate interest.” 
they wrote in their brief. 
Iowa enacted its law amid 
a wave of similar legislation 
across the country. The pro- 
posals have typically come 
from Republican lawmak- 
ers, who say the laws are 
designed to affirm parents’ 
rights and protect children. 
The laws often seek to pro- 
hibit discussion of gender 
and sexual orientation issues, 
ban treatments such as pu- 
berty blockers for transgen- 
der children, and restrict the 
use of restrooms in schools. 
Many have prompted court 
challenges. 
The organization Iowa Safe 
Schools and seven students, 
represented by the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union of 
Iowa and Lambda Legal, 
sued to challenge the law 
in November. A separate 
challenge was filed later 
the same week by the Iowa 
State Education Association 
teachers union, publisher 
Penguin Random House and 
four authors. The cases were 
combined 
for 
Tuesday’s 
hearing before the federal 
appeals court. q

Federal appeals court weighs challenge to Iowa ban on books 
with sexual content from schools

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The four parties 
negotiating to form a co- 
alition government in the 
Netherlands have reached 
agreement on a new team 
of Cabinet ministers, far- 
right leader Geert Wilders 
said Tuesday. It’s another 
key step toward forming 
the first Dutch government 
led by a far-right party. 
Wilders, whose Party for 
Freedom 
won 
national 
elections more than six 
months ago, did not imme- 
diately give details. 
“There is a deal, you’ll hear 
more in the coming hours, 
days,” Wilders told report- 


ers in The Hague. 
The team of ministers will be 
made up of members of 
the four parties in the coali- 
tion and outside experts a 
so-called technocratic ad- 
ministration. 
Prospective ministers will 
have to undergo interviews 
in the lower house of par- 
liament before the new 
government can be sworn 
in by Dutch King Willem- 
Alexander. No dates were 
immediately set. Anti-Islam 
lawmaker Wilders convinc- 
ingly won the November 
election but took months to 
cobble together an outline 
coalition deal. Wilders, a di- 
visive figure who has in the 
past been convicted of in- 


sulting Moroccans, agreed 
not to become prime min- 
ister because of opposition 
from coalition partners. 
Former intelligence agen- 
cy chief Dick Schoof was 
named last week as the 
candidate to replace out- 
going Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte. 
Wilders is building a coali- 
tion with Rutte’s center- 
right People’s Party for 
Freedom and Democracy, 
the populist Farmer Citizen 
Movement and the centrist 
New Social Contract party. 
A deal published by the 
parties outlining their policy 
objectives pledges to in- 
troduce strict measures on 
asylum-seekers, scrap fam- 


ily reunification for refugees 
and reduce the number 
of 
international 
students 
studying in the country.q

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — The 
U.N. Security Council on 
Monday 
overwhelmingly 
approved its first resolution 
endorsing a cease-fire plan 
aimed at ending the eight- 
month war between Israel 
and Hamas in Gaza. 
The U.S.-sponsored resolu- 
tion welcomes a cease-fire 
proposal announced by 
President Joe Biden that 
the United States says Is- 
rael has accepted. It calls 
on the militant Palestinian 
group Hamas to accept 
the three-phase plan. 
The resolution which was 
approved with 14 of the 15 
Security Council members 
voting in favor and Russia 
abstaining calls on Israel 
and Hamas “to fully imple- 
ment its terms without de- 
lay and without condition.” 
Whether Israel and Hamas 
agree to go forward with 
the plan remains in ques- 
tion, but the resolution’s 
strong support in the U.N.’s 
most powerful body puts 
added pressure on both 
parties to approve the 
proposal. U.S. Secretary of 
State Antony Blinken was 
in Israel on Monday, where 
he urged Prime Minister 
Benjamin 
Netanyahu 
to 
accept the plan for post- 


war Gaza as he pushed for 
more international pressure 
on Hamas to agree to the 
cease-fire proposal. Netan- 
yahu has been skeptical of 
the deal, saying that Israel 
is still committed to destroy- 
ing Hamas. 
Hamas said it welcomed 
the adoption of the resolu- 
tion and was ready to work 
with mediators in indirect 
negotiations with Israel to 
implement it. The state- 
ment was among the stron- 


gest from Hamas to date, 
but it stressed the group 
would continue its struggle 
against Israeli occupation 
and work on setting up a 
“fully sovereign” Palestinian 
state. 
“Efforts are continuing to 
study and clarify some mat- 
ters to ensure implemen- 
tation by the Israeli side,” 
Hamas spokesperson Jihad 
Taha said Tuesday. He said 
Israel was “stalling and pro- 
crastinating and creating 


obstacles in order to con- 
tinue the aggression.” 
A senior Israeli diplomat did 
not directly mention the 
resolution, telling the coun- 
cil Israel’s position is unwav- 
ering: “We will continue 
until all of the hostages are 
returned and until Hamas’ 
military and governing ca- 
pabilities are dismantled.” 
“This also means that Israel 
will not engage in mean- 
ingless and endless ne- 
gotiations, which can be 


exploited by Hamas as a 
means to stall for time,” 
Minister 
Counsellor 
Reut 
Shapir Ben Naftaly said. 
U.S. 
Ambassador 
Linda 
Thomas-Greenfield reiterat- 
ed, however, that Israel has 
accepted the cease-fire 
deal, which is supported by 
countries around the world. 
The resolution’s adoption, 
she said, “sent a clear mes- 
sage to Hamas to accept 
the cease-fire deal on the 
table.” 
“The fighting could stop to- 
day, if Hamas would do the 
same,” Thomas-Greenfield 
told the council. “I repeat, 
this fighting could stop to- 
day.” U.S. deputy ambas- 
sador Robert Wood told 
reporters earlier on Mon- 
day that the United States 
sees the deal as “the best, 
most realistic opportunity to 
bring at least a temporary 
halt to this war.” 
Earlier Monday, Hamas and 
Palestinian Islamic Jihad 
leaders met in Qatar to dis- 
cuss the proposed cease- 
fire deal and said later that 
any deal must lead to a 
permanent cease-fire, a 
full Israeli withdrawal from 
Gaza, reconstruction and 
“a serious exchange deal” 
between hostages in Gaza 
and Palestinians held in Is- 
raeli jails.q

4 Dutch parties say they’ve reached agreement on ministers in a 
new right-wing government

BEIJING (AP) — Chinese 
police have detained a sus- 
pect in a stabbing attack on 
four instructors from Iowa’s 
Cornell College who were 
teaching at a Chinese uni- 
versity in the northeast city 
of Jilin, officials said Tuesday. 
Jilin city police said a 
55-year-old man surnamed 
Cui was walking in a public 
park on Monday when he 
bumped into a foreigner. 
He stabbed the foreigner 
and three other foreigners 
who were with him, and also 
stabbed a Chinese person 
who approached in an at- 
tempt to intervene, police 
said. A police statement 
did not give any indication 
of the motive for the attack. 
The instructors from Cornell 
College were teaching at 
Beihua University, officials 
at the U.S. school said. 
The injured were rushed to 
a hospital for treatment and 
none was in critical condi- 
tion, Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesperson Lin Jian said 
at a daily briefing Tuesday. 
He said police believe the 
attack in Jilin city’s Beishan 
Park was an isolated inci- 
dent, based on a prelimi- 
nary assessment, and the 


investigation is ongoing. 
Cornell College President 
Jonathan Brand said in a 
statement that the instruc- 
tors were attacked while at 
the park with a faculty mem- 
ber from Beihua, which is in 
an outlying part of Jilin, an 
industrial city about 1,000 
kilometers (600 miles) north- 
east of Beijing. Monday was 
a public holiday in China. 
Nicholas Burns, the U.S. am- 
bassador to China, posted 


on the social media site X 
that he was “angered and 
deeply troubled by the stab- 
bing” of three U.S. citizens 
and one non-citizen resident 
of Iowa. “We are doing all 
we can do help them and 
hope for their full & speedy 
recovery,” he wrote. 
The attack happened as 
both Beijing and Washington 
are seeking to expand peo- 
ple-to-people exchanges to 
help bolster relations amid 


tensions over trade and 
such international issues as 
Taiwan, the South China Sea 
and the war in Ukraine. 
An Iowa state lawmaker 
posted a statement on In- 
stagram saying his brother, 
David Zabner, had been 
wounded during a stabbing 
attack in Jilin. Rep. Adam 
Zabner described his brother 
as a doctoral student at Tufts 
University who was in China 
under the Cornell-Beihua 


relationship. “I spoke to Da- 
vid a few minutes ago, he 
is recovering from his inju- 
ries and doing well,” Adam 
Zabner wrote, adding that 
his brother was grateful for 
the care he received at a 
hospital. 
News of the incident was 
suppressed in China, where 
the government maintains 
control 
on 
information 
about anything considered 
sensitive. 
News media outlets had not 
reported it. Some social me- 
dia accounts posted foreign 
media reports about the at- 
tack, but a hashtag about 
it was blocked on a popu- 
lar portal and photos and 
video of the incident were 
quickly taken down. 
Cornell spokesperson Jen 
Visser said in an email that 
the college was still gather- 
ing information about what 
happened. 
Visser said the private col- 
lege in Mount Vernon, Iowa, 
partners with Beihua Univer- 
sity. A college news release 
from 2018, when the pro- 
gram started, says Beihua 
provides funding for Cornell 
professors to travel to China 
to teach a portion of courses 
in computer science, math- 
ematics and physics over a 
two-week period. q

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— Haiti’s transitional coun- 
cil appointed a new Cabi- 


net on Tuesday, marking 
the final step in rebuilding 
the government that will 
lead a country under siege 
by gangs. 
Government spokeswom- 
an Kettia Marcellus con- 
firmed the existence of the 
new Cabinet and its minis- 
ters to The Associated Press. 
Carlos Hercules, the attor- 
ney for Prime Minister Garry 
Conille, 
was 
appointed 
as minister of justice and 
public security. Conille him- 
self will be interior minister. 
Jean Marc Berthier Antoine 
will be defense minister. 
Haiti struggles with gangs 
that control at least 80% 
of the capital of Port-au- 
Prince. It is preparing for the 
U.N.-backed 
deployment 


of a police force from Ke- 
nya expected in the com- 
ing weeks. 
Weeks of coordinated at- 
tacks by gangs forced 
former prime minister Ariel 
Henry to resign in April, 
and his Cabinet was dis- 
solved. 
Gunmen 
took 
control of police stations, 
opened fire on the main 
international airport that 
remained closed for nearly 
three months and stormed 
Haiti’s two biggest prisons. 
More than 2,500 people 
were killed or injured in the 
first three months of the 
year and more than half a 
million others displaced as 
Haiti prepares for the U.N.- 
backed deployment of a 
police force from Kenya 


expected in the coming 
weeks. 
Conille has pledged to 
crack down on the vio- 
lence. 
Dominique Dupuy, a UNES- 
CO ambassador who was 
once a member of the 
transitional council before 
resigning, will be foreign af- 
fairs minister. She resigned 
in part because of political 
attacks and death threats. 
The new Cabinet has four 
women. 
Critics note that Haiti’s gov- 
ernment barely has female 
representation. One wom- 
an with non-voting powers 
sits on the transitional coun- 
cil, and no women were 
interviewed for the post of 
prime minister.q

Museum of Industry Aruba 
The Museum of Industry is lo- 
cated in San Nicolas—bet- 
ter known as the art capital 
of Aruba. This museum ex- 
hibits the industrial history of 
gold, aloe, phosphate, oil 
and tourism through elabo- 
rated displays and multi- 
media installations. 
The Museum of Industry is 
situated in the Water Tower 


in San Nicolas and narrates 
Aruba's industrial history, 
which began in the 19th 
century. The Water Tower 
was built in 1939 and con- 
sists of three sections: the 
substructure, the high-rising 
vertical shaft, and the tank 
at the top. The Water Tow- 
er was purchased by the 
Monuments Fund in 2003 so 
it can be restored and pre- 
served as one of Aruba's 
monuments. The Museum 
of Industry is part of Aruba 
Museum Foundation (Fun- 
dacion 
Museo 
Aruban), 
which is a foundation set 
to maintain, preserve, and 
protect the Aruban cultural 
sector, history, and nature. 
The museum of Industry is 
open daily from 9 am till 6 
pm.

Archaeological Museum 
of Aruba 
The Archaeological Mu- 
seum of Aruba is located 
at Schelpstraat 42 in down- 
town Oranjestad. The reno- 
vated historic Ecury com- 
plex in the area has been 
transformed from a family 
home to a modern museum 
that preserves Aruba’s Am- 
erindian cultural heritage. 
This 21st century museum 
is especially designed to 
preserve valuable artifacts 
dating back to the Pre-Ce- 
ramic period of 2500 BC. 


In the late 1980’s, AMA 
identified its need for an 
adequate housing for its 
collection and activities. 
After studying various op- 
tions, a project proposal 
was drawn up, including 
the acquisition and restora- 
tion of historical buildings in 
downtown Oranjestad. 


These historical buildings 
were formerly the proper- 
ty of the Ecury family. The 
“Ecury Complex”, is a clus- 
ter of single and two-story 
historic 
buildings, 
mainly 
Dutch colonial architec- 
ture from the late 19th and 


20th century on a plot of 
approximately 1.700 m2. 


In 1997, the Aruban Govern- 
ment bought the complex 
for the National Archaeo- 
logical Museum project. 
In 2004, a financial agree- 
ment was signed with the 
European 
Development 
Fund and in 2006, restora- 
tion and construction work 
began on the monumen- 
tal buildings and the soon- 
to-be exhibition space. In 
December 2007, the key to 
the complex was delivered 
and the museum’s employ- 
ees moved to the new lo- 
cation. The final design for 
the exhibit was completed 
in November 2007 and 
the permanent exhibit, fi- 
nanced by the Aruban 
Government and the Union 
of Cultural Organizations 
(UNOCA), opened in July 
2009. 


At the new location, the 
National 
Archaeological 
Museum Aruba disposes of 
approximately 500 m2 for 
its permanent exhibit. This 
exhibit conveys information 
on the origin and culture of 
the first inhabitants of the 
island through archaeo- 
logical objects and mod- 
ern exhibition techniques. 
The new permanent exhibit 
gives the visitor an insight 
into the cultures that in- 
habited the island in Pre- 
Historical and Early Histori- 
cal times. The museum also 
hosts attractive public pro- 
grams, including lectures, 
educational projects, tem- 
porary exhibits and work- 
shops. 


The museum is open daily 
from 9:30 am till 4:30 pm.

Aruba’s street- 
cars are powered by hydrogen fuel 
cells, which are charged by the is- 
land’s year-round trade winds.

The double- 
decker offers you a 360 degree 
view of the down town area with 
a picture perfect scenery of the is- 
land’s clear blue skies.

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Predominant within the archaeologi- 
cal record of our island are three main 
ceramic sites interpreted as perma- 
nent settlements that offered a large 
quantity of Dabajuro-decorated pot- 
tery, lithic materials, and special ar- 
tifacts: Tanki Flip inland in the east of 
the island, Santa Cruz in the center, 
and Savaneta at the coastal south- 
west of the island. These sites are situ- 
ated more or less on one straight line 
to each other (see map). Surface find- 
ings and excavation production in the 
subsoil of these sites suggest that all 
three were large, permanently inhabit- 
ed villages for considerable periods of 
time. Our columnist had participated 
as a student in the first Tanki Flip site ex- 
cavated, which took place from 1971 
through 1979. These excavations result- 
ed in the discovery of larger oval struc- 
tures and smaller round ones. However 
In other sites, such as Tanki Lender and 
Parkietenbos-West, 
fewer 
ceramic 
pieces of Dabajuro-decorated pottery 
were found. 


The Dabajuro style is among the most 
complex works in this region, and its 
classic painted designs include various 
forms of zoomorphic as well as anthro- 
pomorphic figures. Advocating for the 
return to ancestral practices and us- 
ing the prehistoric technique of grind- 


ing various tones of ocher to obtain 
color pigments such as brown, reddish 
brown, red, light yellow, orange, and 
black, creating intriguing motifs, wavy 
edges, or additional applications of 
sacred animals such as heads of frogs, 
bats, birds, turtles, etc., as well as effi- 
gies made out of various types of shell, 
Etnia Nativa creates unique and gor- 
geous works of tradition. 


If you are really interested in learning 
a bit more about our true island iden- 
tity, booking your visit to Etnia Nativa 
is infallible. It is the operation center 
of Anthony, our chief cultural colum- 
nist, who has been a trend-setter since 
1994. Meet him, one of the key real- 
izers of our National Park Project, the 
Archaeological Museum, and others. 
His main goal is to provide valuable 
knowledge of the island to our distin- 
guished visitors.

Mystical DABAJURO style 
Episode CCLIX-259 


Etnia Nativa is a one-of-a-kind cultural interactive 
experience location that enriches this newspaper 
through each and every episode with island tradi- 
tions, cultural heritage, and knowledge that goes 
beyond the native flora and fauna of our island. Its 
column, Island Insight, will definitely reveal to you an 
Aruba you never could have discovered. Aruba has 
a very valuable intangible cultural heritage, a “living 
heritage,” which includes practical expressions and 
crafty techniques transmitted from generation to gen- 
eration. Spreading the island’s traditions is one of Et- 
nia Nativa’s main objectives. This episode shares a bit 
about the mystical Dabajuro style—a series of geo- 
metric designs that turned out to be unique and ex- 
pressed in ceramic decorations that defined an era of 
cultural identity and Aruba’s heritable existence. 


Our native Caquetian insular forefathers developed 
the style classified as Dabajuroide, in honor of the 
nearby city of Dabajuro in Venezuela, where pieces 
of well-crafted ceramic pottery were found, giving 
it the name to distinguish it from the rest. The deco- 
rated ceramic pieces—fine, thin, and of great qual- 
ity—had classic polychrome designs, made with vari- 
ous shades of red, orange, black, and white pigment 
combinations, covering a variety of shapes and tech- 
niques such as incision, applique, indentation, and 
finely polished morphology. 


It is evident that pottery was very important for these 
sedentary Amerindians of the agro-ceramic period, 
as well as for fishermen who venerated the clay as a 
gift of knowledge obtained from mother earth. Bak- 
ing large vessels demonstrates great technical skill 
in their production, while some are associated with 
burial and the cult of the dead. Others were used in- 
tensively in everyday life to store liquids such as corn 
beer, honey, jerky, seeds, roots, medicine, etc. Clay 
was also used to build their dwellings and was ap- 
plied in funerary practices, agro-religious traditions, 
and shamanic ceremonies. 
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Visit the island’s popular cave sites! 


(Oranjestad)—Among the 
endless sea of dark brown 
sand and cacti, there are 
two caves hidden in the 
outskirts of San Nicolas, in 
the north-eastern area of 
the island. These caves, 
The Quadiriki cave and The 
Fontein Cave are open to 
visitors of the Arikok Na- 
tional Park, so if you ever 
decide to take an “off- 
road” tour in the park, be 
sure to visit these prehis- 
toric caves…and be sure to 
bring a flashlight! 


Quadirikiri Cave 
Known for its two cham- 
bers accompanied by a 
skylight, the Quadikiri Cave 
is the most popular cave 
among locals and tourists, 
as it is easy to walk through 
and provides great lighting 
for pictures. 


As with all prehistoric or an- 
cient sites, there is always 
a folk legend that adds to 
the lore and mystery of the 
site. The Quadirikiri cave 
is no different. The most 
well-known legend behind 
the cave could be consid- 
ered as Aruba’s first love 
story, as it tells the tale of 
the undying love between 
the chief’s daughter and 
her beloved. As legend 
would have it, the chief 
disapproved of his daugh- 
ter’s choice of lover, as 
he thought him unworthy. 
Stubborn and filled with an- 
ger, the daughter refused 
to turn away her beloved. 


So, the chief decided to 
lock her up in the Quadirikiri 


Cave, in hopes that she 
would soon calm down 
and turn away her lover. 
Her beloved, in turn, was 
locked away in the Tunnel 
of Love (Now known as the 
Huliba Cave). 


Through the pathways un- 
derneath the Tunnel of 
Love running up to the 
Quadiriki cave, the two 
love bird found each other, 
and refused to let each 
other go. Because of their 
stubbornness, 
they 
both 
died in the Quadiriki Cave, 
their ascending spirits burn- 
ing two holes in the ceiling 
of the cave. This is why the 
cave has two holes through 
which 
sunlight 
passes 
through to illuminate the 
chamber. 


Though there have been 
discoveries of Amerindian 
drawing on the wall, these 
have mostly been ruined 
by 
vandalism. 
However, 
the Fontein Cave further 
up north, provides a better 
glimpse in prehistoric Amer- 
indian paintings. 


Fontein Cave 
Longer than the Quadirikiri 
Cave, the Fontein Cave 
contains 
pathways 
that 
stretch to the limestone 
walls further down. Here 
is also where prehistoric 
drawings can be seen. 
Though this cave does not 
have its own legend, this 
was speculated to have 
been 
occupied—or 
at 
least used by prehistoric Ar- 
awak settlers on the island 
for rituals and other spiritual 


ceremonies. 


The Huliba Cave/ Tunnel of 
Love 
The Huliba Cave, formerly 
known as the Tunnel of 
Love, was once open to 
the public, and was the 
biggest and most acces- 
sible of all three caves. This 
cave had five chambers, 
including one that is heart- 
shaped. This cave had nar- 
row stairs that led to long 
pathways deep into the 
cave, with a staircase lead- 
ing to the exit on the other 
side. In one of the cham- 
bers, there used to be the 
carving of the Virgin Mary, 
put there for the protection 
of the cave. 


However, the Huliba Cave 
has 
been 
permanently 
closed for a few years now, 
as a way to preserve the 
bat population that lives 
in the cave. These Long 
Tongue Fruit Bats and In- 
sect Eater Bats are very im- 
portant to the ecosystem of 
the island. Though this cave 
is no longer accessible to 
the public, it surely is inter- 
esting to learn more about 
the history of these caves 
and the Awarak tribes that 
resided or utilized them. 


Do note that these caves 
are very dark, humid, hot, 
and are inhabited by bats. 
Do 
wear 
comfortable 
clothing and shoes, as the 
pathways in these caves 
may be rough and bumpy, 
and don’t forget to bring a 
flashlight!q

Due to heavy rainfall in the past few days, Arikok National 
Park has informed that they have closed the Quadirikiri 
Cave until further notice for the safety of visitors.

Key new features coming 
to Apple’s iOS 18 this fall

NEW YORK (AP) — “Buy 
now, pay later” services 
are a popular way that 
shoppers pay for goods. 
The payment plan is usually 
marketed as zero-interest, 
or low interest, and allows 
consumers to spread out 
payments for purchases 
over 
several 
weeks 
or 
months. 
Because shoppers like the 
service, offering it can be a 
plus for a small business.But 
since the payment plan is 
offered by third-party com- 
panies such as Affirm and 


Klarna there can be risks 
involved too. 
If something goes wrong, 
consumers could blame 
the small business even if 
they have nothing to do 
with the payment plan. 
And things can go wrong. 
A report from the Con- 
sumer Financial Protection 
Bureau in 2022 found that 
more than 13% of BNPL 
transactions involved a dis- 
puted charge or a return. 
In 2021, consumers disput- 
ed or returned $1.8 billion 
in transactions at five large 
BNPL firms, the CFPB said. 
The plans also cost small 


businesses money typi- 
cally a 1% to 3% fee, which 
can add up when margins 
are tight. But the CFPB is- 
sued a new rule that may 
ease small business owners’ 
minds. The agency said the 
“buy now, pay later” com- 
panies must provide con- 
sumers with the same legal 
rights and protections as 
credit card lenders do. 
That 
means 
consumers 
have legal protections in- 
cluding the rights to dispute 
charges, easily get a re- 
fund directly from the lend- 
er for a returned item, and 
get billing statements.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
World Bank upgraded its 
outlook for the global econ- 
omy Tuesday, estimating 
that it will expand 2.6% this 
year on the strength of sus- 
tained growth in the United 
States. 
The bank’s latest outlook 
marks an increase from the 
2.4% growth for 2024 it had 
predicted in January. And 
it would match the global 
economy’s 2.6% expansion 
in 2023. 
But the agency cautioned 
that global growth remains 
sluggish by past standards, 
that the poorest coun- 
tries are struggling under 
the weight of heavy debts 
and high interest rates and 
that increased trade bar- 
riers endanger prosperity 
worldwide. The brutal wars 
in Ukraine and Gaza are in- 
flicting further pressures on 
regional economies. 
Stronger-than-expected 
growth in the United States 
the world’s biggest econo- 
my accounted for 80% of 
the World Bank’s upgraded 
outlook. The agency now 
expects the U.S. economy 
to expand 2.5% in 2024, 
the same as in 2023 but 
up sharply from the 1.6% 
the bank had predicted in 
January. 
“U.S. growth is exception- 


al,’’ Ayhan Kose, the bank’s 
deputy chief economist, 
told The Associated Press 
ahead of the release of 
its latest Global Economic 
Prospects report. 
The World Bank, made up of 
189 member nations, seeks 
to reduce poverty and 
boost living standards by 
providing grants and low- 
rate loans to developing 
economies. 
From 
January 
through 
March, the U.S. economy 
expanded at just a 1.3% an- 
nual rate, the slowest pace 


in nearly two years, and 
Kose said the World Bank 
forecast took the first-quar- 
ter slowdown into account. 
The pullback was due large- 
ly to factors that economists 
view as temporary: A surge 
in imports and a reduction in 
business inventories. By con- 
trast, the core components 
of economic growth con- 
sumer spending and busi- 
ness investment remained 
solid in the first three months 
of the year. 
The global and especially 
the U.S. economies have 


proved unexpectedly resil- 
ient in the face of high inter- 
est rates engineered by the 
Federal Reserve and other 
central banks to curb the 
high inflation that flared up 
in 2021. 
But even after the World 
Bank’s 
upgrade, 
global 
growth looks sluggish a half 
percentage point below the 
2010-2019 average. Infla- 
tion has cooled significant- 
ly from 7.2% in 2022 to 4.9% 
last year to a forecast 3.5% 
in 2024 but remains above 
where central banks want 


it. That means central bank 
policymakers may be cau- 
tious about reducing rates 
from today’s high levels. 
That 
approach, 
though, 
carries risks of its own, no- 
tably the danger that high 
borrowing rates will cause 
economic growth to slow 
too much. 
“There are consequences 
of keeping interest rates el- 
evated for a longer period,” 
Kose said. “You end up with 
slower growth. We need to 
avoid lower-for-longer eco- 
nomic growth around the 
world.’’ 
“The world,’’ he warned, 
“might become stuck in the 
slow lane.’’ 
Many countries are already 
under strain. The World Bank 
expects emerging market 
and developing countries 
to collectively grow 4% this 
year, down from 4.2% in 
2023. In many cases, their 
populations are outpacing 
their economies, reducing 
their annual income growth 
per person to 3% this year 
through 2026 far below the 
average 3.8% in the de- 
cade before the pandemic 
struck. 
China, the world’s second- 
largest 
economy 
after 
the United States, is strug- 
gling with the collapse of 
its real estate market and 
with weak consumer confi- 
dence. q

What the new ‘buy now, pay later’ rule means for small businesses 
offering the service

Ten players from North Car- 
olina State’s 1983 national 
champion basketball team 
have sued the NCAA and 
the Collegiate Licensing 
Company seeking com- 
pensation for unauthorized 
use of their name, image 
and likeness. 
The players filed suit in Wake 
County Superior Court on 
Monday, requesting a jury 
trial and “reasonable com- 
pensation.” 
The late Jim Valvano’s 1983 
team became known as 
the “Cardiac Pack” for 
a series of close victories 
culminating in a 54-52 win 
over Houston on Lorenzo 
Charles’ dunk in the final 
seconds. 
Valvano’s 
run 


around the court became 
an iconic moment fre- 
quently replayed as part 
of NCAA Tournament pro- 
motions. “For more than 40 
years, the NCAA and its co- 
conspirators have system- 
atically and intentionally 
misappropriated the Car- 
diac Pack’s publicity rights 
including their names, im- 
ages, and likenesses asso- 
ciated with that game and 
that play, reaping scores of 
millions of dollars from the 
Cardiac Pack’s legendary 
victory,” the lawsuit said. 
NCAA 
spokesperson 
Mi- 
chelle Hosick did not imme- 
diately return a text mes- 
sage 
seeking 
comment 
Monday from The Associ- 
ated Press. 


Plaintiffs 
include 
former 
team members Thurl Bailey, 
Alvin Battle, Walt Densmore, 
Tommy DiNardo, Terry Gan- 
non, George McClain, Coz- 
ell McQueen, Walter Proc- 
tor, Harold Thompson and 
Mike Warren. 
Charles died in 2011 while 
Dereck 
Whittenburg, 
whose 
missed 
30-footer 
was collected by his team- 
mate for the winning dunk, 
is a staffer in the North Car- 
olina State athletic depart- 
ment. Whittenburg is not 
among the plaintiffs listed 
in the suit. 
The 
suit 
contends 
that 
“student-athletes’ value to 
the NCAA does not end 
with their graduation; ar- 
chival footage and other 


products constitute an on- 
going income stream for 
the NCAA long after the 
students

images 
are used have moved on 
from college.”The NCAA 


and the nation’s five big- 
gest conferences recently 
agreed to pay nearly $2.8

PINEHURST, N.C. (AP) — This 
is not the same Pinehu- 
rst No. 2 that Tiger Woods 
saw 19 years ago when 
he walked away with a 
runner-up finish in the U.S. 
Open, his last time on the 
property. 
It’s not the same Tiger 
Woods, either. 
Woods has never gone this 
long without seeing a ma- 
jor championship course 
he had played before. He 
showed up a week ago 
Tuesday for his first look, and 
was back on the weekend 
to get reacquainted with 
a course that has gone 
through an extensive res- 
toration first on display in 
the 2014 U.S. Open. Woods 
missed that one recovering 
from the first of four back 
surgeries. 
What hasn’t changed is the 
nature of the U.S. Open. 
“This golf course is going 
to test every single aspect 
of your game, especially 
mentally, and just the men- 
tal discipline that it takes 
to play this particular golf 
course. It’s going to take a 
lot,” he said Tuesday after a 
third straight day of playing 
nine holes. 
This is his first U.S. Open since 


Winged Foot in 2020. 
He 
has 
practiced. 
He 
has chipped and putted. 
Woods just doesn’t play 
very much, courtesy of a 
48-year-old body wracked 
by injuries five back surger- 
ies, four knee surgeries, and 
those were before his Feb- 
ruary 2021 car crash in Los 
Angeles that shattered his 
right leg and ankle. 
This will be only his 10th 


tournament since that ac- 
cident, and it’s the first 
time since 2020 that he has 
played three straight ma- 
jors. And so it’s a matter of 
needing more repetition, 
and more competition, but 
not having a body that al- 
lows for that. 
What to expect this week? 
“I feel like I have the 
strength to be able to do 
it,” he said. “It’s just a mat- 


ter of doing it.” 
It’s not as though he has 
nothing else going on out- 
side golf. Woods has been 
active in PGA Tour discus- 
sions as it tries to put the golf 
landscape back together 
with the arrival of LIV Golf. 
He was in New York on Fri- 
day as the vice chairman 
of PGA Tour Enterprises, 
which met with represen- 
tatives of the Public Invest- 


ment Fund of Saudi Arabia 
to discuss a PIF investment 
and what that will mean for 
all of golf. 
He described it, as Rory Mc- 
Ilroy did last week, as “posi- 
tive” without detail or any 
indication on whether it’s 
close to getting resolved. 
“I think we’re closer to that 
point than we were pre- 
meeting,” he said, which is 
like saying he’s closer to the 
green than before he hit a 
tee shot. “We discussed a 
lot of different endings and 
how we get there. I think 
that both sides walked 
away from the meeting, 
we all felt very positive in 
that meeting. 
“Both sides were looking 
at different ways to get to 
the endgame. I think that 
both sides shared a deep 
passion for how we need to 
get there.” 
Woods 
spent 
Tuesday 
morning with Max Homa 
and Min Woo Lee, with 
15-year-old 
son 
Charlie 
along for the ride. More 
than 
just 
a 
spectator, 
Woods said Charlie knows 
his game as well as anyone 
and can serve as an extra 
set of eyes. “I trust him with 
my swing and my game. 
He’s seen it more than any- 
body else in the world. q

10 members of NC State’s 1983 national champions sue NCAA 
over name, image and likeness compensation

Version One is shooting a 
dismal 12 for 38 from the 
field, just 31.6%, the worst 
percentage by far of any 
starter in the series be- 
tween his Celtics and the 
Dallas Mavericks. 
Version Two is second in 
the finals in total rebounds, 
leads the series in assists 
and, according to BetMGM 
Sportsbook, is currently fa- 
vored to win the NBA Finals 
MVP award. 
Add them up, and the 
Celtics seem completely 
satisfied what they’re see- 
ing from Tatum, as usual. 
The Celtics have a 2-0 
lead in the finals going 
into Game 3 in Dallas on 
Wednesday night, mean- 
ing the NBA’s best team 
all season is halfway to an 


18th championship.“I un- 
derstand that I do need to 
be more efficient,” Tatum 
said Tuesday. “I do need 


to shoot the ball better, I 
would not disagree with 
anybody on that. But I’m 
not letting it bother me. I’m 


still trying to find ways to im- 
pact the game and domi- 
nate the game in other ar- 
eas.” 


Getting too deep into Ta- 
tum’s numbers in this series 
or even when adding the 
2022 NBA Finals to the to- 
tals isn’t a great idea, sim- 
ply because of the sample 
size. He’s been in a total of 
eight finals games. It’s not 
enough to draw conclu- 
sions. 
That said, while the shoot- 
ing is almost shockingly 
bad no player in the last 
60 years, with as many shot 
attempts as Tatum has all- 
time in NBA Finals play, has 
shot worse than his .354 clip 
he’s on pace to do some- 
thing historic. 
If his averages of 17 points, 
10 rebounds and 8.5 assists 
hold up through the rest of 
the series, he’d be the sec- 
ond player to finish a finals 
with those numbers. 
The other is LeBron James, 
who did it four times. 
“Criticism is the ultimate 
beauty,” Celtics coach Joe 
Mazzulla said. “It’s a sign of

month of the WNBA sea- 
son drew its highest atten- 
dance since the league’s 
second season in 1998 and 
the best television ratings 
in its history, the WNBA an- 
nounced Tuesday. 
The figures are the latest 
evidence of the surging 
popularity of the WNBA 
since it added prominent 
rookies including Indiana’s 
Caitlin Clark, Chicago’s An- 
gel Reese and Los Angeles’ 
Cameron Brink, all of whom 
drew big audiences play- 
ing in college. 
Across ABC, ESPN, ESPN2, 
CBS, ION and NBA TV, 
WNBA games are aver- 
aging 1.32 million viewers, 
nearly tripling last season’s 
average of 462,000, the 
league said on Tuesday. 
“What’s happening now in 


women’s basketball is con- 
firmation of what we’ve al- 
ways known: The demand is 
there, and women’s sports 
is a valuable investment,” 
said 
Colie 
Edison, 
the 
WNBA’s chief growth offi- 
cer. “We’re encouraged 
by growing engagement 
across all our verticals, es- 
pecially as we welcome 
new and diverse audienc- 
es into our fandom. The 
WNBA continues to experi- 
ence sustained growth as 
our league embraces this 
heightened momentum.” 
The WNBA finished May 
having sold out more than 
half its games, more than 
double 
the 
number 
of 
sellouts last year. Approxi- 


mately 400,000 fans have 
attended games, the most 
through the first month in 26 
years. Arenas have been 
filled to 94% capacity, a 
17% rise from last year, the 
league said. Some games 
have been moved to big- 
ger arenas to accommo- 
date increased fan interest, 
such as Clark and the Fever 
playing at the Washington 
Wizards’ downtown arena 
in front of 20,333 fans last 
Friday night instead of the 
Mystics’ usual venue, which 
seats 4,200. 
On the television side, the 
WNBA said it saw a 96% 
increase in Hispanic view- 
ers and a 67% increase in 
Black viewers.q
